What does the canning industry need so much as 
for its members to get together in a big, strong 
organization ? 

* * * 

It is “team work” that counts nowadays, but there 
can be no team work among the canners until they are 
more thoroughly organized. 


Such a matter as libeling the great canned goods 
industry of the United States evidently is regarded as 
of no consequence by the esteemed (not) Philadelphia 
North American. 

* * * 

The California canners have acted wisely in naming 
prices on asparagus low enough to enable that article 
to be retailed at a price which will place it within the 
reach of the ordinary consumer. For several years 
past canned asparagus has been too high for many 
consuiners who otherwise would use it with fair regu- 
larity to touch it at all. 

* * * 

Oh, yes; the eastern and southeastern fruit crops 
have been damaged, and perhaps won’t be quite so 
heavy as if no frost had fallen, yet we shall be very 
surprised if we do not, after all, have enough fruit to 
fill a few cans, as well as to occupy the housewife for 
a few days during the “preserving season.” The 
crop-killer is working overtime, but a grain of salt 
will always be found to aid in digesting his prophecies. 

* * * 


Some canning factory proprietors merely permit the 
public to visit their plants; others invite and urge them 
to do so. The latter should be the policy of every 
packer in the land. If every vegetable and fruit can- 
nery operator would adopt the motto of the Cazenovia 
(N. Y.) Canning Company, “Visitors Always Wel- 
come,” and nail it conspicuously over the main en- 
trances to their factories, it would assist in establishing 
greater confidence in the cleanliness and wholesome- 
ness of canned goods. The Cazenovia Canning Com- 
pany tells the people that they need not “apply at the 
office.” On the other hand, it invites them to “walk 
right in at any moment,” and says in regard to this 
policy that, “The cleanliness of our plant has caused 
visitors to actually become consumers of canned vege- 
tables in cases where they had been prejudiced before 
inspecting our methods.” Every packer should keep 
his factory as clean and free from everything un- 
sightly or in any way offensive or insanitary as the 
nature of the business will permit, remembering that 
cleanliness begets the confidence of consumers and 
that increased consumption naturally follows the 
spread of confidence.

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as truthful and unexaggerated descriptions of con- 

ditions as they exist, one will be quite likely to 

conclude that in some sections of the country the 
chances are much against the harvesting of anything 
like an average crop of certain varieties of fruits and 
vegetables this season. Within a few days past the 
newspapers have been fairly filled with stories con- 
cerning the damage resulting from cold in Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and States to the south- 
ward, to peaches, pears, berries; in fact, all small 
fruits and early vegetables. 

THe CANNER entertains no doubt as to the conscien- 
tiousness and sincerity of the parties responsible for 
these reports, yet we would remind our readers that 
this is a big country of diversified climate, and recent 
years have demonstrated to the satisfaction of pretty 
nearly everybody that real crop failures seldom occur, 
and while serious damage may be done in one section of 
the country, usually enough fruit and vegetables are 
produced from somewhere or other to “go round,” as 
the saying 1S.

The ** Journal’”’ 
T HE Chicago Journal remarks that “Conviction 


of canners who send out as “T'wo-Pound Cans,’ 

tinned goods which, can and all, weigh any- 

where from two to six ounces less than the 
labels indicate, is becoming very frequent. This 
method of tricking the consumer is evidently recog- 
nized quite generally among canners, and should be 
watched for by every woman who purchases house- 
hold supplies. * * * High prices of food make 
the dinner table problem serious enough for the aver- 
age wage-earner, without having to pay two-pound 
prices for pound-and-a-half values. The courts very 
properly punish convicted offenders severely, and it 
is to be hoped that eventually the short-weight prac- 
tice will be ended.” 

It is clear that the Journal completely misunder- 
stands the so-called “short-weight practice.” It isn’t 
to be criticised for its lack of knowledge of this sub- 
ject, but rather for writing on a subject about which 
it was lacking in knowledge. 

Contrary to the Journal’s understanding, the court’s 
haven't convicted canners for labeling their cans as 
“Two-Pound” cans. Instead they have been found, 
in a few cases, very few as compared with the total 
number of packers of canned goods, to have used a 
“Two-Pound” or “Three-Pound” stencil on the boxes in 
which the cans were packed for shipment. For this the 
canners aren’t blameless; yet it isn’t “tricking the con- 
sumer,” since the housewife doesn’t see the packing 
cases and wouldn’t be affected anyway, no matter what 
might be stenciled on them.

Misunderstands 
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Just now the prophets are saying, on account of the 
recent frost, that the fruit crops in Maryland, Dela- 
ware and Virginia will yield very lightly, but, unless 
we are mightily mistaken, we believe we shall find 
that a good many blossoms escaped Jack Frost’s sharp 
bite. The crops in those sections may not be very 
abundant, yet, if experience is worth anything, there 
will not improbably be enough of all kinds of fruits 
for the ordinary purposes of packers and consumers. 

Nine seasons out of ten pessimistic prophecies are 
heard. Indeed, we may assert without fear of contra- 
diction that they are heard every Spring, and yet this 
big country keeps right on harvesting fruit and other 
crops with a regularity which ought to be discourag- 
ing to the prophets, though apparently it isn’t. 

Prophets, doubtless, are useful in some ways, but 
they would be of greater service if not so prone to 
take extreme views of things. In other words, we 
could accept their prophecies with a stronger feeling 
of confidence in their fulfillment if conservatism 
weren’t so completely lacking in the average predicter’s 
make-up. 


law for putting “Two-Pound” and “Three-Pound” on 
their cases were guilty of carelessness rather than in- 
tended deception. Their carelessness lay in their neg- 
lect to provide themselves with new stencils with which 
to mark their cases “No. 2” or “No. 3,” the proper 
and accurate designations for the two sizes of cans 
most commonly used. There isn’t such a thing as a 
two-pound or a three-pound can; No. 2 and No. 3 
size cans aren’t supposed to hold two or three pounds 
of fruit or vegetable. 








WANT ‘‘FULL MEASURE’’ LAWS. 

City Sealer Kjellander and a committee from various 
retail merchants’ associations went to Springfield this 
week to urge the legislature to pass the three bills 
aimed at manufacturers of food products and at pack- 
ers of fruit and vegetables. 

The bills require that every package or container 
shall be plainly marked in English showing the net 
weight, net measure, or number of individual articles 
contained and provide a penalty of a fine of $25 to 
$100 for each violation. 

Another bill provides for the adoption of the United 
States standards of weight and measure for the sale 
of all commodities which do not come in packages and 
provides the same penalties for violations.

Tomatoes—Spot tomatoes are 72%4c to 7714c per doz. here, 
according to quality. Naturally, the 7214¢ goods aren’t so 
good. The local jobbing houses are buying tomatoes right 
along as they require them, and this necessitates not infre- 
quent purchases, as consumers are using up an immense 
quantity of tomatoes now. We hear extra Indiana standards 
offered at 80¢ factory, and Indiana packing fancies, in No. 
3 6-inch cans, at $1, factory. We also hear of a quotation 
of 80¢ factory on a lot of Ohio choice extra standards, and 
95¢ Ohio factory on a lot of fancy sanitary tomatoes, No. 
3 5-inch cans. Futures are quoted by western packers as a 
rule at 75¢; f.o.b. factory, 75¢ to 774%c. Buyers show in- 
difference; the buying at present is slow. 

Apples—Prices at which packers will sell gallon apples 
vary. New York State packing apples are reported obtain- 
able at as low as $2.30 Chicago, some at $2.35, and other 
goods at $2.40 here. Michigan is virtually out of it now so 
far as No. 10 apples are concerned, there being only about 
a couple of very small lots, about a car or two in each, left 
in packers hands in that state. Statistically, the situation 
is exceptionally strong. Future gallons aren’t selling to any 
extent. The jobbers aren’t disposed to place advance orders. 
Only a very small number of packers, a mere handful, have 
so far named an opening figure. 

Corn—The situation on this article is unchanged. There 
have been no more sales of Western standard corn reported 
on the basis of 55¢ factory, as noted in THE CANNER’S last 
weekly review of the corn market; but the improvement in 
corn values, although it certainly is due, has not come about 
as yet. Corn should have its inning before very much longer. 
The commodity has been neglected by the wholesalers for the 
sake of peas, on which they have been pounding hard for a 
couple of months, and, as previously stated, their attention

Peas—The demand for cheap peas continues a feature of 
the market on this item. Within the week there have been 
some low sales here. We have heard of no more business 
on the basis of 55c, but know of one lot which was gold here 
this week at 5714¢, delivered, which is low enough. Dirt 
cheap peas are getting harder to find. An immense quantity 
of them has gone out of packers’ hands during the last sixty 
days. Chicago jobbers have got rid of a big part of the sur. 
plus of Wisconsin spot goods; all of the 5s, 6s and poor 
quality 4s seem to be well cleaned up, and it will be weeks 
yet before packing commences in that state, mid-June at the 
earliest. While Chicago wholesale houses are having a good 
distributive business, yet they don’t say, as in former days 
‘‘bring on all you’ve got.’’ Futures are selling slowly, All 
the same, future pea business booked so far totals a much 
larger quantity of goods than appears. 


Asparagus—Since the announcement in last week’s CANNER 
of opening prices on 1909 packing California asparagus by 
the Fruit Canners’ Association and other Coast packers, fair 
orders for later delivery have been booked, although not even 
the material reduction in prices as compared with last year’s 
has proven sufficient inducement to Chicago jobbers to place 
normal advance orders. Canning is under full headway in 
California, reports indicating prospects for a larger pack than 
last season, and of better quality. 


Cove Oysters—Conditions in the Chicago market remain 
as last described; that is, Chicago buyers want to get their 
goods at a concession. Oyster canners in Baltimore have 
closed down, having shut down their oyster machinery and 
are preparing to replace it with appliances for canning fruits 
and vegetables. Quotations f.o.b. Baltimore on Chesapeake 
Bay coves are as follows: No. 1, 5-0z., 62%4¢; 4-0z., 57%4e; 
3-0z., 55¢e. No. 2, 10-0z., $1.30; 8-oz., $1.20; 6-0z., $1.15; No. 2, 
12-0z., extra selects, $2.50. No. 1, 6-0z., extra selects, $1.40. 

Tunny—It is understood that the stocks of canned tunny 
of last season’s pack are nearly cleaned up.

PRESIDENT F. L. DEMING AND OTHERS AP 
BEFORE WASHINGTON FOOD OFFICIALS 


Frank L. Deming, president of the National Canned 
Goods and Dried Fruit Brokers’ Association and head 
of the Deming & Gould Co., of Chicago, ¥ 
Wednesday morning from Washington, D, ¢. where 
he and Messrs. Walter B. Timms, of Austin Nichols 
ier a , reage ; » 4 AS 
& Co., New York; William C. Breed, attorney for the 
National Wholesale Grocers’ Association, and Attorney 
C. M. Mitchell, for the Deming & Gould Co.. appeared 
before Dr. Wiley and his associates on the Federal 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection to present the 
views of the salmon canning and wholesale grocery 
interests in regard to F. I. D. No. 105, relating to the 
labeling of canned salmon. 
Washington some days ago. 

F. I. D, No. 105 holds that canned salmon must be 
labeled so as to show the species of fish in the package, 
The decision is objected to by canning and distributing 
interests because, among other things, it would let 
down the gates and leave the business subject to fraud 
on the part of dishonest packers. 

Messrs. Deming, Breed and Mitchell were accorded 
a two hours’ hearing and they presented their case in 
detail. Their arguments against F. I. D. No. 105 were 
backed up by the united protest of all the salmon can- 
ners on Puget Sound, who are strongly opposed to the 
decision recently announced. 

There was also present in Washington Mr. C. H. 
Bentley, of the California Fruit Canners’ Association. 

Mr. Deming states that he and his associates on the 
mission to Washington were shown every consideration 
by Dr. Wiley and the other members of the Board of 
Food and Drug Inspection and that the federal officials 
manifested every desire to extend to the canning and 
jobbing interests perfectly fair and just treatment. Mr. 
Deming returned with strong hopes that the authorities 
will before long announce a decision replacing or at 
least materially changing F. I. D. No. 105.

Epitor CANNER: Vessels sailing every day from Puget 
sound and San Francisco are now carrying north the sup- 
plies and labor for the Alaska salmon packing season of 1909. 
Packers are too actively engaged in preparing for futures to 
pay much attention to the spot market, and indeed buyers are 
beginning to evince considerable interest in futures, hundreds 
of inquiries coming in every day to the brokerage offices on 
the Coast. Probably the most significant reason for this in- 
terest in futures is the fact that these buyers must depend 
upon futures absolutely from now on in all grades but pinks, 
for spot grades in the other lines are all gone into consumption. 
The revival in market interest continues with increased inten- 
sity, and is spreading rapidly to pink salmon, the only grade 
now obtainable. 

Alaska Reds—One Ib. talls, $1.25; 1 Ib. flats, $1.40; half- 
pounds, 90c. The only available supply in this grade seems 
to be in the eastern markets, where small lots are quoted higher 
than the above quotations, which are f. 0. b. Coast. The avail- 
able stocks throughout this country and in England are far 
smaller than at this time last year. Last year spot goods in 
Alaska reds sold just before the new pack became available 
for as high as $1.30. It is difficult to estimate the level that 
may be reached this season. 

Sockeyes—One Ib. talls, $1.60; 1 lb. flats, $1.75; half-pounds, 
$1.05. These cannot be obtained on the Coast, even in small 
lots. The market has been bare for some months, and the 
1909 pack will reach a trade that has been clamoring for 
sockeyes all spring and summer. While the 1909 pack will 
undoubtedly be large, it will be in firm hands and no conces- 
sions should be expected by buyers. The packers of this 
grade are sure of their markets, and know that if the entire 
pack is not cleaned up at once that it will only be a matter

Their opportunity only comes once in 
four years, and they are compelled to make their stake when 
the chance comes. 

Medium Reds—One Ib. talls, $1.05; 1 Ib. flats, $1.15; half- 
pounds, 75e. One Coast broker has made an effort to get 
together a carload of this grade during the past week, but has 
given up. The grade is well cleaned up, with only a few smail 
lots held for late orders from regular customers. 

Pinks.—One lb. talls, 6744c. The outlook is much more 
optimistic. Inquiries are flooding the brokers, which presage 
big buying shortly. Buying, too, has increased remarkably in 
the past few weeks, and it is expected that stocks will be re- 
duced during the spring and summer. 

Chums—One 1b. talls, 65c. The market is finally bare of 
this grade, with numerous unfilled. orders on hands. 

SOCKEYE. 
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Portland, Me., April 19, 1909. 

Eprror CANNER: This is a record-breaking spring for dull- 
ness. There is no doubt about it. Doctors may disagree, but 
eanners do not. That a very large percentage of the buyers 
will not buy futures seems assured, but will wait until they 
know ‘‘what will the harvest be.’’ Even though some have 
purchased part of their corn for prospective buying, it is only 
part, hence the outlook is favorable for a ‘‘ Donnybrook fair’’ 
when the scrimmage is on. Under such conditions the ‘‘race is 
not always to the swift, or the battle to the strong.’’ In case 
of a short crop, would there uot be a hustle? And I think 
the acreage will be less, on the average. Packers feel dis- 
gruntled by the ‘‘backwardness in coming forward’’ of so 
many purchasers, and the statement that this season the can- 
ners must carry the stock seems to be influencing both sides. 
It is self-evident that it costs money to carry, but it is not so 
sure who pays the bill. The pessimists are having their in- 
nings just now, but after our statesmen go home, or where 
some of the merchants wish them, business must get better, 
for it could not be worse. 

One thing is noticeable. The pressure to sell has been 
very strong, and yet the first concession in future prices of 
corn has yet to be noted. Fancy has been sold at from 85c¢ 
to 90c, f. o. b. Portland, some has been sold for less f. o. b. 
factory, but few, if any, changes have been made from open- 
ing figures. Corn, spot and future, is at the lowest, for one 
year from now and risk it. How will it be when all must 
buy? It will not do to swing back the pendulum too far this 
year, or the situation may become acute. 

I notice, too, that this reluctance to purchase futures has 
affected the tomato and pea situation. Both our southern and 
western brethren are in the ‘‘dumps.’’ Taking the situa- 
tion as a whole, we are all in the same hole. 

No one is packing ‘‘bluebacks,’’ and no one is selling or 
buying. It is hardly time for the run of small fish, but the 
sardine factories are getting ready. There is every indication 
of a dissolution of the ‘‘combine’’ in this industry. No one 
is weeping over this change, except a few who have had a 
monopoly. I look for developments soon. 

The sale of future lobsters is slow. While prices remain 
firm, at least for desirable packs, and sales have been very 
good among the old, reliable firms, it is plain that buyers 
of cheap trash have been taught a lesson. 

There is no interest in blueberries, squash or pumpkin. 
There has been a renewed interest in gallon apples and sales 
at $2.25, f. o. b. Portland. It looks to me as if those who 
have been hugging ‘‘the delusive phantom of hope’’ might get 
squeezed themselves. There is quite a bunch of gallon goods 
left in Maine yet. There are no No. 3s on our market. 

I was shown this week a very interesting old paper published 
in 1870. It mentioned, among others then in business, W. K.

EpitorR CANNER: While interest in the market was aroused 
somewhat by the opening prices on 1909 asparagus, after the 
first flurry was over trade settled back into its former channels, 
Conditions have not changed materially, though possibly it 
might be said that there has been more inquiry, and retailers 
have been investigating the possibilities of securing stocks at 
low rates. It is, perhaps, sufficient to say that there has been 
no slump in prices, but that holders have exhibited less anxiety 
to obtain full outside values for their stock. If they can stim- 
ulate movement in this way it is thought probable that business 
will shortly start all along the line and that movement into 
consumption from retailers’ hands will compel the purchasing 
of supplies by jobbers to satisfy the requirements of their 
customers. 

Demand for spot tomatoes is light and offerings attract 
little attention. It seems that there has been a rather more 
active demand from interior points, limited in most instances 
to earload orders. Scarcely ever any more; more often not as 
much. Offerings of full standard 3s are freely made on the 
spot at 65c, regular terms, f. o. b. factory, but efforts to secure 
further concessions are apparently useless. Not all packers are 
ready to sell at that figure. Some are still asking 6714c, while 
still others are demanding 70c, regular terms, f. o. b. factory. 
Naturally these prices are practically prohibitive. Not much 
demand for futures from the local trade is reported as yet. 
Full standard Maryland 3s can be bought for delivery through- 
out the season at 70c, regular terms, f. o. b. factory, but 
most packers are still asking 75c and declare that it will be 
impossible to supply even passable goods at a less figure. 

Only a fair demand for spot corn is noted and sales are lim- 
ited to car lots or less. Offerings from first hands are light 
and sellers are indisposed to make concessions sufficient to se- 
cure business. They look for better business during the next 
two months anyway, regardless of what the present situation is. 
One lot of state standards, aggregating a number of thousand 
cases, was sold to local interests for 65c. A quantity of state 
standard has been offered at 65¢ to 6714c, but there is some 
difficulty which makes buyers chary of taking hold of it. 
Southern Maine style for immediate delivery is firm. The sup- 
ply. is light and demand for best goods has increased. Spot 
Maine corn is firm at 90c to 95¢ and upward for fancy grades. 

Cheap peas are in small compass and desirable stock at 
anything under 70c is said to be difficult to find. Two thou- 
sand cases of one New York state brand was sold fer 70¢, 
delivered New York. 

Notwithstanding the low opening prices on asparagus, the 
movement is slow. It would seem that buyers have covered 
only their earliest wants, waiting further developments before 
making purchases. Packers point out that it will be useless 
to wait for reductions since the figures have been made as low 
as possible at the opening to guarantee an active business. 
Buyers expect, however, that prices will go down because of

Gallon apples are firm, but demand is light and usually only 
to satisfy the requirements of the day. New York state stock 

be bought for $2.50 and Maine at $2.25. Marylands 
. shade firmer and $2.25 is asked inside, though some hold- 
ae od yht be found who would shade that a bit to clear out 
eet Shick have accumulated during the dull season. 
" Pineapples are a bit unsettled, though without quotable 
change. Singapores are selling in a small way only, while 
Hawaiian stock is steady, though without special interest at 
the moment. Conditions have not changed materially, though 
there seems to be a disposition among holders to dispose of 
their goods if possible, even though it requires a slight reduc- 
tion in price to make them go. 

A strong feeling is noted in spot red Alaska salmon, with 
quotations up to $1.35, though here and there a holder will 
sell for $1.30. It is to be remembered, however, that the sup- 
lies held at the inside figure are light and sales are limited. 
Sockeye talls are also more in demand, though here and there 
a holder has a small quantity which he is willing to allow to 
go at relatively low figures. In nearly all instances, however, 
the quantity available is small and holders are firm in their 
The situation in other varieties remains substantially 
There appears to be plenty of sockeye flats and 
ine market is a bit weaker. Pinks are still weak, though the 
wemand has increased some since last week. Chinooks are 
steady, with demand relatively light. Conditions otherwise are 
unchanged. Nothing has been heard respecting the opening 
prices on this year’s pack, though a good many orders are 
being booked subject to opening prices when named. 

Sardines are quiet and unchanged. Interest is limited to the 
requirements to fill daily wants and in no instance do these 
demands exceed relatively small lots. Other fish is quiet and 
without special feature.

Baltimore 








Baltimore, Md., April 19, 1909. 

Epiron CANNER: The spot tomato market still remains at 
65e, f. o. b. country points, and in some cases with Baltimore 
rate of freight guaranteed. The market in Baltimore is from 
6744e to 75e, according to brand or according to holders’ 
indifference towards making sales. Of course, there are not 
many tomatoes being sold, even by Baltimore packers, at over 
70e. The orders that are coming in at 72%c and 75c are for 
small lots only and in assorted cars, and in instances where 
buyers want particular brands. 

It is reported from New York that several large blocks of 
tomatoes that were purchased on the recent spurt when the 
price went to 6744¢e, f. o. b. country points, have been rejected, 
buyers claiming that the deliveries are not up to the quality 
shown as samples. This brings up the old subject of arbitra- 
tion, but it is doubtful if any of these rejections will be put 
before arbitration boards, it being more likely that the buyers 
and sellers will get together on a compromise. If, however, 
the goods are not taken in by the original buyers at a con- 
cession, but should lie around on the New York market as re- 
jected goods, the effect will naturally be depressing to the 
general market. 

For spot corn there was only a moderate demand last week, 
and with no improvement in price. Some lots of good Maine 
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style can be purchased in this city and section at 60c, f. o. b., 
and good corn at this figure looks cheap. An improvement is 
certainly due on corn, but it does look as though the. staple 
lines of canned goods, like corn and tomatoes, have got in such 
a rut of low prices that it will require almost an earthquake 
to elevate them. Students of commercial conditions are 
amazed at the low plane on which these lines of goods are 
selling, especially in view of the high price of wheat and 
the consequent advance in flour and the diminishing size of the 
loaf of bread. 

It certainly does seem as though corn and tomatoes should 
advance in sympathy with wheat, but whilst flour and bread 
seem to be going up, corn and tomatoes continue easy and 
weak. There is no doubt in my mind but what the faith of 
the canned goods consuming public in canned goods generally 
has been weakened considerably by the repeated and continued 
attacks in many of the papers as to the healthfulness of these 
goods. There surely is a supreme necessity that the Publicity 
Board of the National Association should carry on a big cam- 
paign against these scurrilous attacks, and also enter into a 
large line of advertisng, so as to bring back the people’s con- 
fidence in canned goods as a food. There is something wrong 
somewhere, and it is up to the packers to find out what the 
trouble is, and then correct it. The fact that potatoes con- 
tinue as high as they do, and the further fact that thou- 
sands of tons are being imported should help to increase the 
demand for corn and tomatoes, but the packing business is evi- 
dently not getting the benefit it should as a result of the high 
market on wheat and potatoes. 


the agitation against the light coating of tin on our home- 
make tin plates is being increased from another section; 
namely, Great Britain. It is interesting to note that the 
president of one of the large California packing companies 
has recently returned to this country from an extended trip 
in Great Britain and reports that governmental action there, 
as well as action by the wholesale grocers, against our canned 
goods put up in light coated plates is having a serious effect 
on the demand for California fruits. Something has got to be 
done about tin plates, and it should be done quickly. 

The buying of future tomatoes continues only fair, there 
being nothing like the amount of business transacted up to 
this time as has been usual in former years. This should cer- 
tainly determine tomato packers all over the country to plan 
conservatively for the coming season, and especially so if they 
cannot see their way clear to carry their stocks after they get 
them packed, because the buyers are not likely to change their 
indifferent attitude, and when the season rolls. around the 
market will surely be depressed if buyers continue their wait- 
ing policy, and, on the other hand, some of the packers should 
be compelled to market their goods quickly, so as to turn 
them into prompt cash. Of course, there is some future busi- 
ness being done, but as already stated, the volume is small. 
The market runs from 70¢ to 75c, according to brands. 

Sweet potatoes are stronger, and the market now ranges 
from 80¢ to 85c. These goods will all be cleaned up before 
new pack comes in, and we are likely to see sales made at 90c 
to $1 during June and July. There was a better demand for 
spinach last week, orders being freely placed at 75¢ for No. 3. 
The demand for sauerkraut is also increasing at from 70c to 
75e, according to brand. 

Peaches are quiet. The reports as to damage to the com- 
ing crops by frost have not, so far, scared the buyers. The 
fruit growers, however, maintain that much damage has been 
done, and therefore the few packers in this city who hold 
peaches are very indifferent as to whether they sell out their 
stocks or not, because they do not believe they can replace 
the goods next season at as low figures as the range of the 
market today. 

Apples continue strong, No. 10 being practically cleaned 
up and No. 3 getting scarcer every day. The market is $2.50 
for No. 10 and 70c¢ to 75¢ for No. 3. There is an increasing 
demand for pears, but prices remain low. The balance of the 
line remains in statu quo. TARTAR.

Epiror CANNER: As a whole the dried fruit market is siow, 
with orders limited in most instances to actual requirements 
and searcely any selling for future requirements. The mar- 
ket is only moderately active in any variety and conditions 
favor no material improvement. 

Apricots are firm on the spot, with Coast offerings limited. 
But buyers are not numerous and sales are restricted by the 
indifference of those who are usually taking hold more freely 
at this season. Conditions otherwise are unchanged. Spot 
prices are: Standard, boxes, 8%c; choice, 10e to 10%c; 
extra choice, 10%c to 10%c; fancy, 11% to 13e. 

Peaches are steady, but demand is slow and only for small 
lots required to carry buyers along until they can determine 
what the market is to be. No one is purchasing large lots and 
no one is taking much interest in the situation, excepting as 
he is compelled to satisfy his requirements. Spot prices are: 
Standard, 5¢ to 544c; choice, 6e to 64%4c; extra choice, 64c 
to 6%c; fancy, 7e to 84e. 

The evaporated apple market rules quiet, with sales limited 
to small lots and practically no interest beyond this. Waste 
is active and best state stock is held at rather firmer figures. 
Spot prices are: Apples, 1908, fancy, cases, 8%4c to 9%4e; 
choice, 7c to 74c; prime, jobbing lots, 644c¢; prime, carlots,

FUNERAL SERVICES AND INTERMENT OF L. J. 
RISSER AT ONARGA SATURDAY. 

Funeral services over the remains of L. J. Risser, 
late President of the Western Packers’ Canned Goods 
Association, who died suddenly of heart failure in New 
York City on Tuesday, April 13, were held at Onarga, 
Ill., on Saturday last, April 17. The church services 
were conducted by the Reverend R. E. Anderson, pas- 
tor of the Presbyterian Church, of which Mr. Risser 
had for many years been a leading member. The 
church was completely filled with friends of the family 
and neighbors, and a delegation of about thirty mem- 
bers of the Masonic fraternity, the Blue Lodge funeral 
rites being conducted at the grave by the local lodge, of 
which Mr. Risser was a member. 

Outside of the immediate family and citizens of 
Onarga, the following were among those present from 
Chicago and other cities: 

P. Hohenadel, Jr., Janesville, Wis.; George Stocking, Ro- 
chelle, Ill.; Thomas E. Lester, Chicago, Ill.; Lra 8S. Whitmer, 
Bloomington, Ill.; E. P. Sills, Chicago, Ill.; Mr. Treichlinger, 
St. Louis, Mo.; Wm. Moore, Hoopeston, Ill.; C. E. Kniffen, 
Chenoa, Ill.; J. E. DeSlin, Kankakee, Ill.; Granville Risser, 
Kankakee, Ill.; George Shaw, THE CANNER, Chicago, III; 
State Senator Dunlap and Mrs. Dunlap, of Champaign, III. 

In his remarks in the church, the Reverend 
Anderson said: 

Lewis J. Risser was born in Ashland, Ohio, September 9, 
1848. He came to Onarga with his father’s family in 1862. 
Here he grew to manhood, attending school and preparing 
himself for the junior class in college with the thought of 
taking a full college course. 

The demand for his services in his father’s store, however, 
moved him aside from his original purpose, and he entered 
the store when he was about 19 years of age. At the age of 
21 he was taken into partnership with his father and brothers. 

After several years in this combination of father and sons, 
the other brothers severed their connection with the firm, while 
Mr. L. J. Risser and his father remained to carry on the 
business, the larger part of the responsibility of which fell 
upon the shoulders of the younger man. 

Mr. Risser continued in the store until 1894, when the busi- 
ness was sold. It is to be noted, however, that in 1892 
he became interested in the canning business, to which, from 
1894 on, he gave his entire attention, with the result that he 
built up here in Onarga one of the largest businesses of the 
kind in the country. 

He was intensely enthusiastic, carefully studying the busi- 
ness from every possible angle. He always seemed to feel that 
he had a calling to this particular field of endeavor, and his 
belief along these lines has been amply justified by his great 
success. 

Mr. Risser was married in 1870 to Miss Emily M. Wilson, 
who has been a most hearty sympathizer and supporter of her 
husband in all his varied interests, and contributed much to 
his success by her counsel and encouragement, as well as to 
the congenial, happy home life they were so long permitted 
to live together. 

To this union three children were born, two daughters and 
one son. One daughter died in infancy, the son lived to the 
age of 14 and then was suddenly taken away, but he was 
the joy and comfort of the home every hour that he lived. 

The other daughter, Miss Anna Belle, who has been identified 
with her father in his business as his most efficient helper 
and seconder of all his plans, remains with her mother, to 
mourn his loss. 

Mr. Risser united with the Presbyterian church in 1865, and 
has been closely identified with every interest of the church, 
and every step of its progress since that time. He was active

in the young people’s prayer mectings before 
Society of Christian Endeavor. He helped to organize and 
was a charter member of the Y. P. S. C. E. of the local ind 
as it now exists, and for years was one of its most faithful 
workers. 

He was actively and enthusiastically interested in Sunday 
school work, not only in the local chureh, |} 
He was superintendent of the local school for several years 
and a teacher for many years. At one time he oceupied the 
important position of president of the County Sunday School 
Association, and during his incumbency the first real organized 
work was done in the county. 

For over twenty years he was a member of the board of 
trustees of this church, and was chairman of the committee 
which had in charge the erection of this beautiful building 
Mr. Risser was a liberal supporter not only of the church but 
of every form of benevolence and Christian activity: he was 
greatly interested in the Y. M. C. A. and gave freely for its 
support. If he was ambitious in his efforts to make money, it 
was for a worthy purpose, viz., that he might use it in doing 
good. He was positive in his convictions, had his own opinions 
of things, and stood firmly by them when others differed from 
him, and yet he was slow to impute to others evil motives, 
Like all men, he was not faultless, but his thoughts and pur- 
poses were good, and he was deeply Christian at heart. 

In his mind death was not a descent, but an ascent: not 
loss but gain; a promotion to higher and better service.’ 

In the passing of Mr. Risser there goes from among us one of 
the most prominent characters of this community. He was also 
widely known and highly respected throughout and beyond 
this state, not only as a man, but as among the foremost rep- 
resentatives of a great industry. 

At the time of his death he was president for the second 
year of the Western Packers’ Canned Goods Association, in 
connection with which office he is spoken of in terms of the 
highest commendation. 

He was possessed of a remarkable capacity for business, 
proven by the ability with which he carried forward and cared 
for a variety of enterprises at one and the same time. Mr, 
Risser’s death occurred in New York City, while walking on 
the street in company with his broker, Mr. Dodge. 

Thus ends the career of a busy, helpful, useful Christian life.

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MR. EARLY TAKES EXCEPTION TO THE CANNER’S 
COMMENT ON HIS LETTER TO ARGONAUT. 

In previous issues of THE CANNER we have published 
articles on the subject of a proper coating of tin plate 
for the manufacture of moist food containers. In our 
issue of April 8 we made comment on an article by 
George P. Early, special agent of the American Sheet 
& Tinplate Company, addressed to the editor of the 
San Francisco Argonaut, under the caption, ‘Tinplate 
Trade.” In connection with our comments on his letter 
to the Argonaut, we have received from Mr. Early the 
following communication : 

Mr. Early’s Letter. 
Pittsburg, Pa., April 13, 1909. 
Epiror THE CANNER AND DRIED Fruit PACKER, 
Chieago, Ill. 

Dear Sir: We note your comments in your issue ‘of the 8th 
on our letter addressed to the editor of the Argonaut, pub- 
lished in San Francisco, and that you doubt the second para- 
graph of our letter, which reads as follows: 

‘*Permit us, if you please, to say further that there is 
nothing either in the tin plate coating or in the steel base 
which can be converted into a poisonous substance by the 
acid of the pack.’’ 

If the contents of a pack become spoiled, it is because 
either the germ life has not been destroyed in cooking, or be- 
cause bacterial life from the air has entered the pack through a 
hole in the can. It is the bacterial life that causes poison 
and not any particles of tin that might be released from the 
coating by the acid of the pack. There is no fruit nor vege- 
table pack that contains sufficient acid to dissolve enough -tin 
from the thickest or thinnest coating to effect any injury 
to the human stomach when such food is eaten. We might say, 
too, in this connection, that the thicker the coating the more 
tin there is likely to be dissolved, but it would be utterly 
insignificant. 

We quote from your comments: 

‘*The crux of the matter is that, admitting that a coke 
plate (or a tin plate by any other name) perfectly coated is 
entirely suitable for food containers, it is impossible under 
present methods of manufacture to produce .a plate so 
coated, as there is a ‘continuity’ of effort to reduce the 
coating on this particular grade, and such effort has already 
placed this grade below the reasonable requirements of a 
plate intended for use in packing moist food products.’’ 

There is no ‘‘continuity’’ of effort upon the part of Ameri- 
can manufacturers of tin plate to reduce the coating upon coke 
plates below what it should be. The cokes made in this country 
today carry more coating than those made in Wales. 

The manufacture of tin plate in this country has reached 
today the highest state of the art, but it has not yet reached 
perfection, and it is not a feasible manufacturing proposition 
to perfectly coat the entire surface of all plates, be they cokes 
or charcoals. 

Every industry has its troubles. You can’t get away from 
them entirely, but we venture to suggest that if scrutinizing 
eare is exercised in the packing operations, and in the manu- 
facture and testing of cans before put to use, that troubles 
will be so minimized as to mitigate the prevalent and unjust 
sentiment in some quarters against the use of coke plates for 
fruit and vegetable containers. Yours very truly,

Referring to the statement that “There is nothing 
either in the tinplate coating or in the steel base which 
can be converted into a poisonous substance by the acid 
of the pack, THE CANNER certainly did express doubt 
as to its correctness, and in doing so are fully sustained 
by Prof. Duckwall, of the National Canners’ Labora- 


tory, who is generally recognized as a competent au 
thority on such matters. He writes us as follows: 
Prof. Duckwail’s Letter. 


Aspinwall, Pa., April 17, 1909, 
The Canner Publishing Company, Chicago. 

Gentlemen: Replying to yours of the 15th, Mr. Early’ 
statement ‘‘that there is nothing in the tinplate coating in 
the steel base which can be converted into a poisonous all 
stance by the acid of the pack,’’ is not in accordance with 
the facts. Where more than .02 per cent of tin is taken up } 
fruit acids it is regarded as an irrifant and such food is liable 
to be condemned. The only manner in which that amount of 
tin can be taken up by any fruit acid is where one or more 
metals besides tin are exposed in such a manner as ito set u 
a galvanic action, which action in itself brings into solution 
excessive amounts of tin. This may occur only on very light 
coated plates or plates having serious flaws or imperfections ip 
the coating so that the steel is exposed to the acid at the 
same time that the tin is being acted upon. In the case of 
rhubarb, the so-called 2-pound coating is entirely destroyed 
and more tin is taken into solution in this case than would 
be taken into solution if a 3 or 5-pound plate is used. Where 
the only metal exposed to the action of fruit acids is tin very 
little is taken up. 7 

The London Board of Health has placed the maximum 
amount of tin at about two grains per pound, or .028 per cent, 
considering amounts of tin over this quantity as rendering 
foods unwholesome. The Connecticut Food Commission, in 
its report for 1908, finds one lot of canned goods unsuitable 
for consumption on the grounds that excessive tin is present 
the tin found in that case being .027 per cent. 

Then the conclusions are these: If the tinplate is so thin 
that the fruit acids can eat through so that the steel sheet 
is exposed, then a galvanic action sets in, which results jp 
solution of much more tin than would ordinarily be taken up 
by the -natural acid, and this excessive amount of tin js 
poisonous. Yours very truly,

As to the quotation commencing “The crux of the 
matter,” etc., etc., Mr. Early writes as though “contin- 
uity of effort” to reduce manufacturing cost were rep- 
rehensible, instead of admittedly legitimate. 

The statement that “there is no ‘continuity’ of effort 
to reduce the coating upon coke plates below what it 
should be,” is vague, to say the least. It is pretty gen- 
erally understood that there is no established minimum 
of coating for ordinary Bessemer coke plates, but that 
it is governed entirely by mechanical limitations, and 
the object of manufacturers in general is to passably 
cover the surface with just as little tin as possible. 

This used to be regarded as “gospel” by mill super- 
intendents, and we have failed to notice anything in 
the way of recent results which would lead to the 
conclusion that any different plan is now in operation. 
This policy is perfectly legitimate, and cannot reason- 
ably be criticized, but the contention of the canners is 
that plates made under this system are not satisfac- 
tory for moist food containers. 

The introduction of a comparison between American 
and Welsh-plates is irrelevant, and we will therefore 
make no further comment upon this point.

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BRITISH GOVERNMENT WARNS AMERICAN PACKERS 
AGAINST THE USE OF INFERIOR TINPLATE. 


Isidor Jacobs, President of the California Canneries 
Company, arrived in New York last week from a trip 
to England, and in an interview with a representative 
of the Journal of Commerce discussed the canned 
goods situation in England as follows: 

“The government of the United Kingdom have issued 
a report regarding the gradual deterioration (so they 
claim) in the quality of the tin plate coating used in 
the cans. They have, after an investigation, issued a 
drastic warning, which has already aroused many of 
the trade and unless something is done there is likely 
to be serious results. The government report is very 
comprehensive and complete, and has resulted in many 
of the larger buyers being afraid to go ahead with 
future operations. It is claimed that the tin plate trust 
is slowly lessening the quality of the tin coating, and 
as a result the goods will be gradually a menace to 
pubilc health. It is said in England that wherever by 
reason of the tariff the export of good foreign plate 
has been barred, that the tin plate trust has by reason 
of the tariff advanced prices so that they could make 
enormous profits on inflated capital ; that they have not 
even been satisfied with this, but in their greed have 
cut the quality until the active interference of the public 
health authorities is necessary. 

“This is unfortunate coming at this time, just when 
the public were beginning to get over the scare of a few 
years ago against goods in tin from the United States. 
I have brought the English government report with me 
and shall vigorously take up the subject with the Amer- 
ican Can Company and the American Tin Plate Com- 


pany, as I believe it a very serious matter. The trade 
in England also contend that tins are made of lighter 
plates than before the days of the combine and that a 
slight touch of the thumb on the side of the can filled 
with fruit results in making a collapsed tin, which, 


while not injurious, is more or less unsalable. I shall 
also look into this subject with the American Can Com- 
pany. 

“The canned fruit trade in England is now active, 
better weather conditions resulting in an increased de- 
mand. Stocks in Great Britain are unusually heavy 
for this time of the year. This is owing to the recent 
quietness in trade as well as the fact that new methods 
oi transportation during the past season resulted in the 
goods arriving in large quantities together, instead of 
heing distributed over six months. This has resulted 
n more or less of a congestion in London and Liver- 
pool and a consequent weakness in prices for the time 
being. Not only have tremendous quantities been 
shipped by sailing vessels, but goods that ordinarily 


would not arrive in England until June or July h 
arrived by French line of steamers from San F ‘a on 
to Liverpool, also by Kosmos line of steamers a“ 
don, and large quantities have arrived in England 6 = 
land via New York and also via the Tehuantepec line 
which is operating in connection with direct ine - 
steamers from Puerto Mexico, on the Mexican ae 
mus, to points in England. Three sailing vessels Ww ‘ 
unloading at Liverpool and two at London, besides the 
discharge of the French line steamer and arrivals via 
Tehuantepec. All this together naturally Ccligesis 
things for the time being, but I am confident it will 
find its level, for there are at least six months ahead 
that are always the best distributive months for Cajj- 
fornia canned fruits in the United Kingdom, and the 
purchasing trade has only just begun. Besides, the 
lower prices, those on apricots and pears being nearly 
40 per cent below previous seasons, will increase the 
consumption, particularly when some of the largest 
wholesalers clear the high-priced goods they haye 
been carrying. Some of them refuse to take their 
medicine, and hold on until they can clear their goods 
at a margin. This naturally retards trade. The con- 
gestion in the English markets seems to be principally 
with low grades as extras and extra standards do not 
appear to be in oversupply anywhere. It would bea 
good thing if packers could be made to put the grades 
on the labels, so seconds could be sold as such and not 
for whatever grade the grocer chooses to represent 
them to his customer, as I believe the present system 
will result in injuring the sale generally of California 
tinned goods.” 


JAPANESE SARDINES IN AMERICAN MARKET, 


The Japanese sardines which are being introduced 
to the American trade are meeting with considerable 
favor. With formidable foreign competitors occupy- 
ing the field, headway is necessarily slow; but Mr. 
Kaju Nakamura, of New York, who is organizing a 
sales and publicity campaign, considers that the pros- 
pects are bright for a good business. The Toyo Fish- 
ing Company is a sort of pioneer in the work of 
placing the goods here, and certainly puts up an attrac- 
tive article. Some of the favorite brands are the 
Lucille, Banzai and Lantern.

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SHIPMENTS OF CALIFORNIA PRODUCTS VIA 
TEHUANTEPEC. 


Some desire has been expressed for information as 
to the methods used on the Tehuantepec route in 
handling dried fruits and other commodities, climatic 
conditions, etc. The following from a high authority 
will prove of value in this connection: 

“Salina Cruz, the Pacific port, is situated in prac- 
tically a dry territory, the total rainfall for the year 
averaging 4 to 5 inches, while the maximum tempera- 
ture does not exceed go degrees. Should a cargo ar- 
rive at Salina Cruz, and its Atlantic connection not 
be made for several days, the commodities such as 
dried fruits, etc., are held at Salina Cruz until the 
arrival at Puerto Mexico of the connecting steamer, 
when the shipments are ordered forward by telegraph 
and are loaded directly into the ship on arrival at 
Puerto Mexico. As the distance across the isthmus 
is only about 190 miles you will readily see that there 
is no difficulty in transferring the shipments in this 
manner. There is no more danger of shipments being 
injured on account of weather conditions via this 
route than there is when shipments are loaded into 
cars and shipped by rail to various eastern destinations 
throughout the United States.” 


COMMENT ON PICKLE SITUATION. 

Concerning the situation in pickles, the C. K. Sher- 
wood Company say: “Stock on hand at the increas- 
ing rate of demand should all be consumed before the 
1909 crop will be ready for marketing. The outlook 
for future business looks good to us, as many dormant 
enterprises are looking up, with prospects of the new 
tariff in the very near future.”

Extensive preparations for the canning season are being 
made at the San Lorenzo branch of the Central California 
Canners’ Association. Contracts for $15,000 in new machinery 
have been placed and its installation is to be commenced within 
the coming ten days. A large number of cottages for the 
housing of help during the fruit season are also to be erected. 
Agents for the association report that crop indications are the 
best of many years. It is expected that the plant will open on 
peas in about a week. Announcement is also made that the 
cannery is to resume the canning of cherries this spring. 





Fruit Notes 











The Georgia peach crop is safe, according to State Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Hudson. There have been only very 
light frosts in this state this month. 

A Colusa, Cal., report says that prospects in that section are 
for a full crop of prunes and pears, while peaches and almonds 
will be fair. Apricots did not bloom satisfactorily and as a 
result there will be a very light crop of that fruit. 

Vacaville advices say that the season of 1909 promises to 
be later than last year, and at the present time it is thought 
that the first box of cherries will not leave Vacaville much 
before April 25. Last year the first box went out April 16. 

Farmers and fruit growers of this county, says a dispatch 
of recent date from Winchester, Va., state that ‘‘the freezing 
weather killed practically the entire crop of peaches, pears,

A dispatch from Norfolk, Va., states that **it is estimated 
that the heavy frost that fell throughout the Norfolk county 
and Tidewater Virginia trucking belt has cost the farming 
industry in this immediate section something like a hundred 


thousand dollars. The strawberry blooms are completely de- 
stroyed and that portion of the berry crop which was not de- 
stroyed will probably be too late for profitable marketing. ’’ 

Commenting on the recent scare stirred up over the reported 
damage by frost in Maryland and neighboring states, the Bal- 
timore American the other day said: ‘‘Reports from horti- 
cultural sections, extending from Maryland southward, indi- 
eate that considerable damage was done by the low tempera- 
tures of last week. The damage estimates in Maryland and 
Delaware refer chiefly to fruits. In Virginia, as far to the 
southward as Norfolk, the frost blight affected both fruits and 
early vegetables. In the South Mountain peach belt of western 
Maryland the temperature fell twelve degrees below the freez- 
ing point on Saturday night and, as a result, the peach buds 
are.reported as being practically all killed. From the southern 
section of the Maryland and Delaware peninsula the reports 
indicate a wholesale damage to peach buds. Strawberries are 
damaged in some sections, but apples generally escaped because 
the blooms were not sufficiently opened to permit the frost to 
reach the inner germ. South of Virginia there are few reports 
of damage to either fruits or vegetables. The main dependence 
of the great east coast cities for a peach supply has in recent 
years been upon the Georgia orchards. The April frosts rarely 
get down into Georgia, and so we shall probably have peaches 
this year, though we may not grow them at home.’’

So are old 
prunes. New prunes are held firmly at quoted prices. Our 
prunes are strictly bright and dry.

Imported Oil Sardines—Are unchanged; demand is quite 
good for Portuguese dingley quarters, while French sardines 
are rather neglected. 

Norway Sardines—Continue in good demand and reports 
from every packer in Norway are to the effect that prices are 
to be considerably higher next season, firstly, because olive oil 
prices are very much higher than ever before, which alone 
will make a difference of about 75c or a trifle more per case. 
Furthermore, the workmen in Norway have asked for an ad- 
vance of about 30 per cent, and if this concession is not 
granted by the packers there is likely to be a strike. All in 
all, everything seems to point to higher prices for Norway 
smoked sardines this coming season.

Conservative buying of canned goods continues to be the 
policy of the jobbers, apparently, and yet it is noticeable that 
a cut of a cent or two in the dozen will fetch enough orders 
to absorb a good-sized lot of almost any line of goods in the 
active list. The sudden drop to 45¢ for No. 2 standard toma- 
toes and quick reaction to 50c, and the advance from $1.90 to 
$2.50 a dozen for No. 10 standard apples being among the 
recent illustrations of the readiness of the buyers. When No. 3 
standard tomatoes touched 62%4c three weeks ago there was a 
rush to buy them, and it brought about a speedy reaction to 
6744c. When corn dropped to 52%c to 55c last month it was 
not easy to get all the orders filled, and 5744c to 60e are now 
the ruling prices for the same grade. A number of packers 
who were out of the goods themselves bought liberally because 
they say they can’t pack them for that money. The steady, 
continuous, everyday buying of small lots wears away, almost 
without comment, a large quantity of goods. For instance, 
the stock of the cheap grade of grated pie pineapples, held 
here last fall, was supposed to be more than enough to supply 
a fair demand if none at all were packed this year. Today 
that article is almost completely sold out and at more money. 
The seller accustomed to trading in large quantities comes to 
think that business has been awfully dull, and yet his stock 
of goods has grown small and beautifully less the while.

H. J. Heinz Co., of Pittsburg, Pa., do on their labels—caution 
the housewife to empty cans of food as soon as they are 
opened. On the Heinz Co.’s labels appears the following: 

CAUTION 

Canned goods of every kind should be emptied into a china 
or glass receptacle immediately upon being opened. Never 
allow to stand in the can. 

Wouldn’t it be a good thing if all canners were to print 
a statement similar to this on their labels? It would make 
the housewives and the cooks more careful, and there would 
be fewer newspaper yarns printed about people being ‘‘ pois- 
oned from eating canned goods.’’ Every canned goods label 
ought to bear similar words of caution. It would help the 
business.

Canners Seem to Be Awakening to Necessity of Pooling Their 

Interests—Other People Organized—Selling Below Cost. 

, ——_, April 17, 1909. 

Epirok CANNER: In your Canners’ Clearing House Depart- 
ment, page 50-52, issue April 1, 1909, there seems to be an 
awakening on the part of the packers to the absolute necessity 
of pooling their interests, no matter whether they are packers 
of peas, corn, tomatoes, pumpkin or what-not. Many of the 
lines of business of the United States were in exactly the 
same chaotic condition before the formation of pools, trusts 
or whatever you care to call them. This has made them un- 
derstand that a combination of interests does not always injure 
the consumer, but quite as often benefits the consumer as 
otherwise. 

The combination of oil producers made possible the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. While it is looked upon as one of the 
wicked trusts, yet, at the same time, their business methods 
brought them out of a condition that was fully as bad as is 
the condition of the packing of canned goods at this time. 
The steel trust was formed because it was to the interest of 
all the mills then in operation to join forces to improve the 
method of manufacturing and get a fair price for their 
product; too often, more than a fair price. If you buy a 
lantern today, you buy an article the base price of which is 
made by an association of lantern manufacturers who have 
agreed prices. All lantern manufacturers don’t belong to the 
association, but enough of them belong to make all of them 
get a profit. 

If you buy loaded shells or cartridges you bump up against 
a trust. If you buy tin plate or tin cans you must deal with 
manufacturers who have agreed prices. If you call on a broker 
to sell yotr goods, he never charges you less than 2 per cent 
and often charges you more. They are not about cutting 
each other’s throats at all, and they are wise business men

for doing as they do. Why, then, should the packer 
nishes a living for so many brokers and furnishes : 
tion of the profitable goods that so many grocery 
their money on, be expected to continue to pr 
liver to them for distribution articles at cost or below t? 
Take, for instance: At the present time, in Tue Cannan a 
issue of April 1, No. 3 pumpkin is quoted at 40¢ per as 5 
delivered Chicago. At the time of packing No. 3 ¢ans re 
the average packer $19 per thousand, which would be 23 ra s 
dozen for the empty cans; canned goods cases cost the ae 4 
packer 10¢ each, making 5e per dozen. ‘Take the wale a 
pumpkin—if it was manufactured of fairly good pumpkin 
and a fair quality, the stuffing for the cans amounted to 12¢ 
per dozen, which would cost the average Indiana packer 5e per 
dozen to get them to Chicago. These four items alone would 
amount to 45¢ per dozen. Now, then, count your brokerage 
2 per cent; your cash discount, 1% per cent, which you must 
figure at 2 per cent, because the average time of remittance is 
longer than ten days, and that long enough to make the cash 
discount nearly 2 per cent to the seller; add for solder. labels 
labeling, casing, loading, fuel, both coal and gasoline, damaged 
cans, claims for swells and leaks, labor, office expense, jnci- 
dental expenses, stamps and stationery, and you will quickly 
run the price up at least 20¢ per dozen more, which would 
be a cheap price for pumpkin laid down in Chicago. While

there may have been an overpack of pumpkin, certainly there 
is nothing in the pumpkin business that would warrant a 40¢ 
Chicago price, 50e price, or even a 55¢ Chicago price. What 
would the darn fool of a packer do a thing of that kind for? 
Certainly he don’t need his money bad enough to take off 33%, 
per cent from his cost, and he is doing that and more. Take 
the pumpkin item and couple that with the tomato item, and 
it certainly shows that some strong hand should take hold of 
the packing business. The promoter is responsible to some 
extent for this condition because he has put farmers and inex- 
perienced people into the packing business who don’t know 
how to figure cost and who will never learn that part of the 
business. These inexperienced packers are guided naturally 
by the market price of such stuff; by what the trade journals 
say the stuff is being sold for, and by what the broker says 
somebody else is selling goods for. 

The jobber is not to be blamed for buying goods as cheap 
as his competitor can buy them. All he is to be blamed for 
is taking goods that are not up to grade and distributing them 
as standard goods, thereby lowering the consumptive demand 
for the very things that he should be interested in increasing 
the consumption of. Beyond question of a doubt, the packing 
business needs several strong hands to help it out of its present

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condition. As the Leeper Canning Company, of Brookport, 
Ill., suggests, it might not be a bad idea for a number of 
good packers packing the various lines of standard canned 
goods to join hands, adopt a trade-mark that will be used on 
each of the packer’s goods without eliminating the individual 
packer’s identity, put a corps of salesmen into the field and 
sell these goods direct to the consumer through the retailer, 
if this is the only method that can be employed to get a fair 
price for the goods. Teach the public that they can get a 
can that is well filled with good and wholesome canned vege- 
tables; teach them that certain brands bearing certain trade- 
marks are worthy of their confidence. Then, in my opinion, 
it would not be long before the jobber would be willing to 
codperate with the packer, and would be willing to buy his 
goods at a price that would be yielding the packer at least 
a fair margin of profit on the goods of his packing. 

The jobber cannot be expected to be a philanthropist. He 
sells the listed goods and the advertised goods. While he is 
perfectly willing to sell well advertised goods, goods that a 
market has been found for by the manufacturer thereof on a 
margin so small as 5 per cent, he insists on having 15, 20 or 
even 25 per cent, and sometimes 50 per cent profit on goods 
of equal merit and quality that he says are unknown; and he 
charges the large extra profit because the seller of the unknown 
goods has no selling organization, and has no way to induce 
a purchase of his goods, because of not having created a 
demand for them through the medium of advertising. The 
advertising campaign for the benefit of the packer is all right 
and should be supported. The packers, however, must back 
up an advertising campaign by soliciting business from the 
people who use canned goods. Advertising canned goods 
simply as canned goods would do the individual packers who 
sell their goods through the broker to the jobber very much 
less good than it would those who go out and seek the trade 
direct, virtually foreing the jobber to take the business from 
him, but such packers as are enterprising enough to sell to the 
retailer at a price dictated by the packer himself. 

The canned goods business is on the wrong track at the 
present time. It needs organization, and until it is organized 
the packer of canned goods will continue to be the common 
dog to be kicked from pillar to post without a friend. When 
he organizes with enough financial backing back of him, with 
experienced sales managers to negotiate with jobber and re- 
tailer, he will be ‘‘ Mister’’ and will be dealt with as business 
men should be dealt with. 

Take the prices at which future tomatoes are selling. The 
packer doesn’t live that can keep his factory improved, pay 
interest on his investment, pay reasonable salaries to his em- 
ployes and reasonable wages to his working people at the prices 
that canned goods and raw material are selling for, and exist 
in the business. 

I realize that it is no easy task to organize a large number 
of packers. It isn’t necessary to organize a large number of 
packers at first. If a dozen or more first-class packers should 
organize and establish a selling force that can dispose of their 
goods at a fair price, the other fellow will soon see that it is 
to his interest to do likewise, and it won’t be long before the 
business will be into the hands of business people to be man- 
aged in a business way, and that organization will have funds 
to look after the fellow that is defaming the character of the 
eanned goods, as well as the lying promoter who continues to 
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build up additional factories in a country that is already oy 
supplied with packing houses. — 
I think there is but little said by packers in behalf of thei 
own interests. Should more of them join the procession “it 
would not be long before some good would come by the a ey 
tion.

I would like to hear from those who are willing to join an 
organization that would put a selling force in the field that 
could sell canned vegetables and fruits at a price that will 
yield all parties connected with the organization or pool, if 
you wish to call it that, a fair margin of profit; an organiza- 
tion that would put up canned goods of high quality and sel] 
them at a reasonable price. The thing can be done, It is 
entirely feasible and the present market conditions warrant a 
move that will make your investment and mine profitable 
instead of otherwise.

Fisheries Company, 100,000 cs. ; Fidalgo Island Pack-

The three largest canneries in Anacortes, Alaska 
Packers’ Association, Fidalgo Island Packing Com- 
pany and Pacific American Fisheries Company, are 
all well under way with their preparations. Each will 
operate four lines of canning machinery and will be 
capable of at least 4,000 cases a day. They will em- 
ploy 250 to 300 persons each, and all expect to be 
ready for the spring run of big red fish early in May.

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Pure Food Progress 











California Sanitary Food Factory Law. 

Before adjourning the California Legislature passed a bill, 
says the San Francisco Trade Journal, which has been signed 
by Governor Gillett, of great importance to wholesale and 
retail grocers, manufacturers and all others that handle food 
products. This bill, which will go into effect on the sixth 
day of next month, calls for cleanliness in every respect. 
The stores and factories must be kept clean, the goods must 
be kept protected against flies and dirt, refuse must be 
removed daily, clerks and employees must keep scrupulously 
clean. The doors, windows and other openings of every food 
producing or distributing establishment, where practicable, 
shall be fitted with stationary or self-closing screen doors and 
iron windows, not coarser than fourteen mesh wire gauze. 

A Second ‘‘White Cross’’ Food Congress. 

Consul William Bardel writes from Rheims that, under the 
guidance of the ‘‘ White Cross Society of Geneva,’’ a second 
congress for the repression of fraud in the production and 
manufacture of food products will be held at Paris next 
October. The consul reviews the movement as follows: ‘‘It 
is claimed that while the first congress which assembled for 
that purpose at Geneva last year brought about a definition 
of what constitutes ‘‘pure food products,’’ this year the 
theoretical definition is to be followed by practical com- 
mentaries. In other words, it is to be determined what treat- 
ment food products can undergo without ceasing still to be 
pure. In this spirit information will be collected on the 
production of wine, cider, grease, chocolate, sugar, sausages, 
butter, oil, bread, vinegar, conserves, ete. Concerning the 
question of how to make pure wine, this district, being the 
most important of all districts in France so far as the pro- 
duction of wine is concerned, will be called upon to furnish 
expert information.’’ 

Chemical Preservatives to Be Investigated Again. 

President J. Q. Emery of the Association of State and 
National Food and Dairy Departments has appointed a spe- 
cial committee of eleven state food chemists to review not 
only the experiments and the work and conclusions of the 
Bureau of Chemistry of the United States Department of 
Agriculture and of the Referee Board, as regards preserva- 
tives, but the work of the state food departments as well, 
this committee to report its findings to the Association of 
State and National Food and Dairy Departments at its next 
anual meeting. The committee, whose names follow, are 
requested to report at the thirteenth annual meeting of the 
association at Denver August 24-27, 1909: 

Dr. M. A. Seovell, chairman, Kentucky; Prof. W. M. Allen, 
North Carolina; Dr. E. H. 8. Bailey, Kansas; Prof. H. E. 
Barnard, Indiana; Dr. Richard Fischer, Wisconsin; Prof. 
Julius Hortvet, Minnesota; Prof. M. E. Jaffa, California; 
Prof. E. F. Ladd, North Dakota; Prof. Floyd W. Robison, 
Michigan; Prof. James H. Shepard, South Dakota; Dr. Chas. 
D. Woods, Maine. 

At the meeting of the Association of State and National 
Food and Dairy Departments held at Mackinac Island, Mich., 
August 4-7, 1908, the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted: 

‘*Resolved, That this association is convinced that all 
chemical preservatives are harmful in foods and that all 
kinds of food products are and may be prepared and dis- 
tributed without them, and pledges its best efforts to use all 
moral and legal means at its disposal to exclude chemical 
preservatives from food products, and to this end we ask 
the cordial support of all national, state and municipal au- 

thorities charged with the enfercement of food and drug laws. 
And in this connection we desire to express our gratitude 
for the helpful services of the medical profession generally, 
and especially to the American Medical Association.’’

Indiana Sanitary Factory Bill Passed. 

Indiana Food Commissioner Barnard’s sanitary food fae. 
tory bill has passed the state legislature. The principal see- 
tions of this bill read as follows: 

Section 2. The floors, sidewalks, ceiling, furniture, recep- 
tacles, implements and machinery of every establishment or 
place where food is manufactured, packed, stored, sold or 
distributed, and all cars, trucks and vehicles used in the trans. 
portation of food products, shall at no time be kept in an 
unclean, unhealthy and unsanitary condition, and for the 
purpose of this act unclean, unhealthful and unsanitary con- 
ditions shall be deemed to exist if food in the process of 
manufacture, preparation, packing, storing, sale, distribution 
or transportation is not securely protected from flies, dust, 
dirt and as far as may be necessary by all reasonable means 
from all other foreign or injurious contamination; and if the 
refuse, dirt and the waste products subject to decomposition 
and fermentation incident to the manufacture, preparation 
packing, storing, selling, distributing and transporting of 
food are not removed daily; and if all trucks, trays, boxes, 
baskets, buckets and other receptacles, chutes, platforms, 
racks, tables, shelves and all other knives, saws, cleavers and 
other utensils and machinery used in moving, handling, ecut- 
ting, chopping, mixing, canning and all other processes are 
not thoroughly cleaned daily, and if the clothing of opera- 
tives, employes, clerks or other persons therein employed is 
unclean. : 

Sec. 4. The doors, windows and other openings of every 
food producing or distributing establishment during the fly 
season shall be fitted with self-closing screen doors and wire 
window screens of not coarser than 14-mesh wire gauze. 

See. 5. Every building, room, basement or cellar occupied 
or used for the preparation, manufacture, packing, canning, 
sale or distribution of food shall have convenient toilet or 
toilet rooms separate and apart from the room or rooms where 
the process of production, manufacture, packing, canning, sell- 
ing or distributing is conducted. The floors of such toilet 
rooms shall be of cement, tile, wood, brick or other non- 
absorbent material and shall be washed and scoured daily. 
Such toilet or toilets shall be furnished with separate venti- 
lating flues or pipes, discharging into soil pipes, or on out- 
side of the building in which they are situated. Lavatories 
and washrooms shall be adjacent to toilet rooms and shall be 
supplied with soap, running water and towels, and shall be 
maintained in a sanitary condition. Operdtives, employes, 
clerks and all other persons who handle the material from 
which food is prepared, or the finished product, before begin- 
ning work or after visiting toilet or toilets, shall wash their 
hands and arms thoroughly in clean water. 

See. 6. Cuspidors for the use of operatives, employes, 
clerks or other persons shall be provided whenever necessary, 
and each cuspidor shall be thoroughly emptied and washed 
out daily with disinfectant solution and five ounces of such

No operative, employe or other person shall expectorate on 
the floor or side-walls of any building, room, basement or 
cellar where the production, manufacture, packing, storing, 
preparation, or sale of any food is conducted. 

See. 7. No person or persons shall be allowed to live or 
sleep in any room of a bakeshop, kitahen, dining room, con- 
fectionery, creamery, chese factory, or place where food is 
prepared, served or sold. ; 

See. 8. No employer shall require, permit or suffer any per- 
son to work, nor shall any person work, in a building, room, 
basement, cellar or vehicle occupied or used for the produc- 
tion, preparation, manufacture, packing, storage, sale, dis- 
tribution and transportation of food who is affected with 
any venereal disease, smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
yellow fever, tuberculosis or consumption, bubonic plague, 
Asiatie cholera, leprosy, trachoma, typhoid fever (epidemic), 
epidemic dysentery, measles, mumps, German measles (Roth- 
ein), whooping cough, chicken pox or any other infectious 
or contagious disease. 


Food Inspection Decisions Nos. 52 and 53. 

Food Inspection Decision 52 describes the case of the gov- 
ernment against the Fort Des Moines Canning Co., Fort Des 
Moines, Ia., as follows: 

‘*In aecordance with the provisions of section 4 of the 
Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, and of regulation 6 of 
the rules and regulations for the enforcement of the act, 
notice is given of the judgment of the court in the ease of 
the United States v. 678 cases of canned corn, a proceeding 
of libel brought under section 10 of the aforesaid act, in the 
district court of the United States for the western district 
of Oklahoma, for seizure and condemnation of the said corn 
for the reason that it was misbranded, in this, that each case 
was labeled and branded ‘‘2 doz. 2 Ibs. Golf Queen Sugar 
Corn, packed by Ft. Des Moines Canning Co., Dexter, Iowa,’’ 
or ‘‘2 doz. 2 lbs. Yueca Sugar Corn, packed by Ft. Des Moines 

















Canning Co., Dexter, Iowa,’’ when, as a matter of fact, the 
gross weight of each can did not exceed 1.5 pounds. MeCord- 
Collins Mereantile Company, consignees and claimants, hav- 
ing appeared and filed their answer, and the cause having 
come on for hearing on November 10, 1908, upon an agreed 
statement of facts and argument of counsel, a decree of for- 
feiture and condemnation was rendered.’’ 

The government’s recital of the facts in this case reads: 

**On or about July 16, 1908, an inspector of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture found in the possession of the MeCord- 
Collins Mercantile Company, Oklahoma City, Okla., 202 cases 
(each containing 24 cans) of corn, labeled ‘‘2 doz. 2 Ibs. 
Yueca Sugar Corn, packed by Ft. Des Moines Canning Co., 
Dexter, Iowa,’’ and 476 cases (each containing 24 cans) of 
corn and labeled ‘‘2 doz. 2 lbs. Golf Queen Sugar Corn, 
packed by Ft. Des Moines Canning Co., Dexter, Iowa.’’ 
These goods had been shipped to MecCord-Collins Mereantile 
Company by the Ft. Des Moines Canning Co., and were 
received by them on June 13, 1907. A number of the cans 








were weighed by the inspector and the average gross we; ht 
of each was found to be 1.5 pounds. 8 
‘‘The eases were therefore misbranded within the mean- 
ing of section 8 of the Food and Drugs Act, and on July 16 
1908, the facts were reported by the Secretary of Agriculture 
to the United States attorney for the western district of 
Oklahoma and libel for seizure and condemnation was duly 
filed with the result hereinbefore stated.’’ P 


Food Inspection Decision No. 53. 

The report of the Federal Board of Food and Drug Inspee- 
tion on this case reads as follows: 

‘‘In accordance with the provisions of section 4 of the 
Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, and of regulation 6 of 
the rules and regulations for the enforcement of the act, 
notice is given that on or about the 10th day of November. 
1908, in the district court of the United States for the west. 
ern district of Oklahoma, in a criminal prosecution by the 
United States against the Ft. Des Moines Canning Co., a 
corporation conducting business at Dexter, Iowa, for viola- 
tion of section 2 of the aforesaid act, in the delivery to 
MecCord-Collins Mercantile Company at Oklahoma City, in 
original packages, of 678 cases of canred corn which “were 
misbranded in respect to the statement thereon of the weight 
of the cans therein, and which said cases had theretofore 
been shipped by said Ft. Des Moines Canning Company from 
Dexter, Iowa, to Oklahoma City, Okla., tue said Ft. Des 
Moines Canning Company having entered a plea of guilty, 
the court imposed upon it a fine of $100.’’ 7 

The facts in the case, as related by the government, were 
as follows: 

‘“On July 16, 1908, an inspector of the Department of Agri- 
culture found in the possesion of MeCord-Collins Mercantile 
Company at Oklahoma City, Okla., 678 cases of canned corn, 
202 of which were labeled ‘‘2 doz. 2 lbs. Yucca Sugar Corn, 
packed by Ft. Des Moines Canning Co., Dexter, Iowa,’’ and 
476 of which were labeled ‘‘2 doz. 2 lbs. Golf Queen Sugar 
Corn, packed by Ft. Des Moines Canning Co., Dexter, Iowa,’’ 
A representative number of the cans having been weighed 
and found to average only one and one-half pounds each, it 
was apparent that the cases were misbranded within the 
meaning of section 8 of the Food and Drugs Acts of June 
30, 1906. The corn had been shipped to McCord-Collins Mer- 
cantile Company by the Ft. Des Moines Canning Company, 
from Dexter, Iowa. Upon report of these facts by the Seere- 
tary of Agriculture to the United States attorney for the 
western district of Oklahoma, a libel for seizure and con- 
demnation of the goods was duly filed, and on November 10, 
1908, a decree of condemnation was entered. The testimony 
in the libel proceedings having developed the fact that the 
corn had been shipped by the Ft. Des Moines Canning Com- 
pany and delivered by it in original packages to McCord- 
Collins Mereantile Company, the United States attorney 
immediately filed an information against the Ft. Des Moines 
Canning Company, with the result hereinbefore stated.’’

President John S. Gibbs, Jr., responded to the toast, 
“Our Canned Goods Exchange,” speaking as follows: 
‘*‘Our Canned Goods Exchange.’’ 

Not subseribers in the sense which some of you may have 
interpreted my meaning, but subscribers to the general effort 
to improve and uplift to a still higher plane the canned goods 
industry in which we are engaged. We have no end of work 
in store for our Exchange this coming year, but I do not pro- 
pose to take up your time in enumerating all the good things 
we hope to accomplish; but there is certainly one good thing 
which I hope to see accomplished in the near future, and 
that is, that we have right here in Baltimore in connection 
with our Exchange, a laboratory of our own with some good 
chemist at the head of it to help us solve some of the many 
difficulties we are constantly having to contend with in our 
canning business. I think you will agree with me, gentlemen, 
that what we want is a still greater scientific knowledge of 
the canning business and adhere less to the putting up of 
as many goods as we do under the rule of thumb. 

There is another matter to which I wish to call your atten- 
tion, and which to my mind is a most important one. I refer 
to this campaign of publicity as contemplated by the National 
Canners’ Association. We are very fortunate in having with 
us this evening a gentleman who is engaged in our own line 
of business from without the borders of our state and who 
has devoted a great deal of his time and attention in working 
for the general good of our canning industry. We will have 
the pleasure of hearing from him later in the evening on 
this subject to which I have just referred. It is a subject 
of vital interest to all of us, and one which should com- 
mend itself to our most favorable consideration. 

I have been cautioned to be brief, as a glance at the din- 
ner card will show that we are very fortunate in having 
an exceptional array of good talent to follow me. Further- 
more, we have many noted orators present whose names do 
not appear on the program, and I think I have already de- 
tected a willingness on their part to contribute towards the 
evening’s flow of eloquence. 

But before closing, however, I wish with all earnestness 
to assure you of my appreciation of the honor conferred 
upon me this afternoon, as well as the pleasure it affords 
me to be allowed the privilege of weleoming you one and 
all to this our second annual banquet of our Canned Goods 
Exchange.

Walter B. Timms Speaks. 

Walter B. Timms, of New York, whose subject was 
“The Need of Educating Dealers,” spoke in part as 
follows: ; 

There is the utmost importance in the education of both 
dealers and the consumers. If anyone could realize how 
large is the aggregate of returned goods from retailers he 
would appreciate what I say. It is not remarkable for a 
large jobber to find as high as a hundred items of goods re. 
turned in a single day, and not less than 25 per cent of them 
canned goods. There are most ingenious excuses offered— 
swells, damaged cans and cases, ‘‘didn’t buy them,’’ ‘don't 
want them,’’ ‘‘can’t sell them,’’ etc. Some few come from 
country dealers, but the greater part are from the city. Now 
the real cause for this condition lies in poor and dishonest 
salesmanship, lack of knowledge how to buy, a sudden de. 
cline in the market after the goods are bought and careless. 
ness in the care of the stock after it reaches the hands of 
the retailer. 

A single leaky can may cause the rejection of a whole 
case or even several cases. It occurs to me that if a ecard 
were placed in the package, telling the retailer what to do 
if a can was swelled, if it was leaky, if the labels were 
spoiled, printing articles in the trade journals and working 
by personal influence of salesmanship, much good would be 
accomplished. 

Again, there is much carelessness in returning goods, and 
frequently they come to houses which did not sell them. The 
retailer needs to be educated to keep better account of his 
swells and damaged cans, to know from whom each lot of

goods was bought, the date and other information. I believe 
much good might be done in this way. 

And then there is room for us to educate the consumer as 
to the right way to handle and use canned goods, in order 
that we may all receive our just deserts. Some people appear 
to think that because goods are sweet when they are taken 
from the ean they will always remain so. It appears incon- 
ceivable that an ordinarily intelligent person would suppose 
that canned food will remain sweet and sound if exposed 
to the air longer than the uneanned food; but they unques- 
tionably do. The legend, ‘‘Remove from the can as soon 
as opened’’ conveys to many the suggestion that if that is 
done the food will not spoil, no matter how much time 
elapses before it is used. Educate the consumer on the 
label by advertising and at ail times by personal influence 
and conversation. Every cook and maid taught how to use 
canned goods to the best advantage means a material increase 
in the consumption.

At the close of his remarks the Baltimore Canned Goods 
Exchange as a body unanimously passed a resolution guar- 
anteeing the support of the Exchange to the extent of a sub- 
scription of not less than $2,000 yearly for each of three 
years. 

Rufus M. Gibbs, of Baltimore, whose eloquent ad- 
dress at Louisville was the great hit of the last annual 
convention, spoke as follows. 

‘*What’s in a Name?’’—Address by Rufus M. Gibbs. 

What’s in a name? The question was answered when the 
first Greek sculptor chiseled the cold stone into life and, 
finding that it was good, marked it as his own. To it he 
gave his name; with it he linked his reputation, and posterity 
awards him the praise. The question has been answered thou- 
sands of times since when, after years of effort, the patient 
toiler sees his work completed and with honest pride some- 
where or somehow traces upon it the letter or the sign that 
will signify to the world that it is his. ‘‘By your works 
shall ye be known,’’ and no matter whether your work is a 
masterpiece of art in the halls of the mighty or a hermeti- 
cally sealed package in the kitchens of the poor, it is all the 
same. The work is yours, the product of your hands and 
brain, and should be stamped as such. 

Now, do not let anyone think that because I have com- 
menced with an allusion to Greek art, and then, almost in 
the same breath, turned to the discussion of the business in 
which we are engaged, that I have fallen from the sublime 
to the ridiculous. There is nothing ridiculous in, trade. It 
is the great civilizing factor of the twentieth century, and 
that particular branch of it which we pursue takes a rank 
that is second to none. The proper preservation of food is 
the preservation of life. In her inscrutable way Nature 
gave us bounty in the summer and want in winter; she 
overfed us one day and starved us the next. Now, the one 
great paramount agent that has done more than all others 
to correct this fault in Nature, that has banished famine be- 
tween harvest time and harvest time, and that has provided 
a healthful food supply, constant in quantity and price, with- 
out provoking the palate to rebellion or the body to scurvy, 
the one great agent, mark you, that has done these things, 
is the combination of tin plate and solder with its accom- 
panying contents that I hold in my hand. This is the food 
that defies alike the germinating moistures of the tropics 
and the sub-zero temperature of the poles. This is the food 
that can nourish the body a year hence as well as the day 
it was taken from the soil. With this the explorer, the 
pioneer, can pass over distant seas into barren lands where 
food was never grown, always safe by reason of his rations. 

To the early voyagers of pre-Columbian days what was the 
fear of the tempest compared with the fear of starvation? 
Is it any wonder that they clung to their own coasts when 
they knew full well that almost on the second day out their 
provisions would begin to rot? History will tell you that the 
more venturesome were generally spared by wind and wave 
to starve to death on a diet of shoe leather and tarred rope. 
Why, gentlemen, if the idea of which this tin package is 
the material result had belonged to the ancients, Rome and 
Carthage, Tyre and Sidon, would have known the Western 
world and Columbus would have been a late arrival on these 
shores. 

There is just one trouble with this package, in my opinion, 
and this is where I come to the pith of what I have to say. 
This package is not named. It is unlabeled, unbranded, what 
you might call a commercial waif. Too many such unbranded 
parcels are being shipped out of our warehouses today; too 
many such products of our factories are reaching the hands 
of the ultimate consumer under some other name than that

Now, if anyone can successfully contend that he is in q 
position to produce an equal quality of goods at lower prices 
than any of his competitors, I am free to admit that this man 
has no need to bother about a brand. Trade will gravitate 
towards him as the rain towards the earth. He will simpl 
be buried in orders all the time. But honestly, qoeutlenes 
I do not think that such a man, in our business at least, is 
anything more than a myth. To the rest of us it ought to 
be perfectly obvious that if we are to build up our business 
on a strong foundation and along broad lines, it will be 
necessary for us to make something better or different, make 
it and market it under a brand that is our own and that will 
bring us the reward. 

You may assume*that your reputation with the jobber for 
packing a fine quality of goods will always bring him to 
you regularly to purchase for his own brands, but this argu. 
ment does not hold water. There are many objections to it 
which will readily occur to you. With all due respect to 
the jobber, and every word I speak is a strong witness of 
the high estimate that I put upon his brains and ability, 
for I am only ¢@sking you to do what he is doing—with all 
due respect to him, therefore, I ask you, would you rather 
that your reputation for packing high quality goods lay 
with a hundred jobbers or with a million ultimate consumers? 
In whose keeping would it last the longest and with the 
greatest profit to you? Point me to a single instance, if you 
ean, of any manufacturing establishment that has achieved 
a great success, whose reputation and brands are known to 
the jobbers and not’to the consumers. Let us, therefore, 
press our own brands; make them good; make them known, 
and make them a foundation on which to build. 

What’s in a name, or what’s in a brand—for it’s the same 
thing? Why, gentlemen, there is everything in it. It is 
the cornerstone of every truly successful business. It is the 
magic to conjure with. It is almost the sine qua non of the 
food manufacturer. It is the prize of business that lifts you 
out of the commonplace, and, better than all this, it is a rich 
legacy to leave to your sons and successors, a legacy that will 
always be a constant example of how in your life you strove 
for something that was worth while, and a convincing proof 
that you got it.

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NEW REGULATIONS REGARDING THE BRANDING OF 
CANNED SALMON. 


Packers of Pink and Chum salmon were consider- 
ably agitated over an Associated Press dispatch from 
Washington, appearing in the Pacific coast papers to 
the effect that the Pure Food Board of the Agricultural 
Department had ruled that hereafter the strict grade 
name, Humpback and Dog salmon, must appear on 
the labels of the cans containing such salmon, or the 
packers thereof would be liable to prosectuion for vio- 
lation of the pure food laws. 

The enforcement of such a ruling would have been 
disastrous to the packers of Pink and Chum salmon, 
not only because of the effect upon consumption that 
the changing of the name of these established grades 
would have, but also because all the canners long ago 
gave orders for their 1909 labels and these had already 
been printed and cases had been shipped or were 
packed for shipment to the Alaska canneries. 

On the face of it, such a ruling appears unjust. 
Packers maintain that the names Pink and Chum 
apply just as much to these grades of salmon as do the 
names Humpback and Dog, and, in fact, these grades 
were better known and identified as to quality and price 
to the consumer under the market names of Pink and 
Chum than under any other name. For a time it ap- 
peared as though the packers of these grades were not 
only to be put to considerable expense and inconveni- 
ence, but were to be permanently imposed upon in this 
respect. 

However, a copy of the food inspection decision has 
been sent to the Pacific fishermen by the Department of 
Agriculture, and the document, as it appears in full, 
cannot be interpreted to have any such significance as 
was attributed to it in the construction placed upon it 
by the Associated Press. In fact, the press dispatches 
were a direct misinterpretation of the decision. 

The ruling of the Food Inspection Board as it stands; 
allows the use of the names Pink and Chum on cans 
of Humpback and Dog salmon and holds that these 
former names are as legitimate as the latter. In fact, 
all of the names, as applied to the different grades are 
given, with the statement that some of these names 
must be used on the can. What the decision strikes at 
is the actual misbranding of canned salmon, namely, 
the use of fancy and indefinite names, or of the names 
of better grades than are actually contained in the cans 
with the intention of deceiving the consumer and get- 
ting a higher price than the contents of the can actually 
warrant. 

In fact, the decision, instead of being unfriendly and 
inimical to the interests of legitimate and honest pack- 
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ers, is one of the most beneficent and desirable rulin 
that could have been made and one that has long bee 
desired by the packers themselves. It has been ur i 
in this journal many times, and legitimate salmon el 
nerymen have clamored for it as a protection not only 
to consumers, but to their own interests. They have 
claimed, for instance, that the labeling of a Pink of 
Chum salmon under the name of Medium Req of 
Cohoe and the selling of it as such not only placed the 
packers of Cohoes on an unfair basis of competition 
with which they could not legitimately compete, but 
also damaged their markets by giving the consumer 
an erroneous impression of the real quality of- the 
Medium Red fish. Considerable of this misbranding 
was done in the old days, partly by some of the pack- 
ers and largely also by the jobbers who bought the 
salmon and affixed their own private labels, and the 
new decision makes this practice unlawful and liable to 
prosecution.—Pacific Fisherman. 


GREAT EXPECTATIONS. 

It is wonderful what is expected from an organiza- 
tion. Once affiliated the member expects that benefits 
will flow to him easily and with no effort on his part. 

He expects some magical influence to be exerted 
over his own affairs to the end that they will suddenly 
be more prosperous ; not experiencing this result, he is 
apt to get peevish and to express disappointment.

Some men are so narrow and selfish that they never 
will be able to understand organization, and the quicker 
they are out of it the better it will be for themselves 
and for the great cause of organization. Organization 
has its faults, but they are largely of the individual’s 
making. Eliminate the cause and we will approach 
toward perfection, for a perfect organization must have 
perfect members. As it is, we must make the best of 
the material furnished and mold it as we have the 
opportunity.—Grocer’s Review.

The Enterprise continues: “Despite the fact that the 
gentle prune is scoffed at in certain quarters and is 
supposed to be the dish par excellence only of the 
cheap boarding house, the fruit cannot be excelled as 
a diet or as a toothsome dish. Physicians state that 
the prune ranks first among the fruits that are con- 
ducive to good health and likewise that there is an 
abundance of nourishment to be found in them. 

“With the jobbers offering but a small price and 
many warehouses stored with a stock which the grow- 
ers will not sacrifice, it is claimed that a ‘prune day’ 
would prove a success, and that should every person 
in the state on a certain day consume at least one dish 
of the wholesome fruit, and should the railroads and 
the commercial bodies throughout the state encourage 
the plan, that a large amount of the fruit could be 
disposed of.”

Writing to THE CAnner, the 
Acme Tea Company says: “We advertised a fancy 
Maine corn at 7 cents per can, which is pretty cheap 
and we thought it an opportune time, in view of the 
quality of the corn, to write an article boosting canned 
goods in general. We have 204 retail stores through- 
out Philadelphia and vicinity and the comment on this 
ad indicates the creation of a most favorable opinion 
towards canned goods amongst the consuming public.” 
THE CANNER hopes that the Acme Tea Company will 
say a good word for the purity and cleanliness of 
canned goods in every grocery advertisement it uses, 
and that other retailers will do likewise. We have no 
doubt that larger consumption would result. 


Pushing Canned Corn. 


A Philadelphia grocer, describing in the Grocery 
World a canned corn display, says: “Cover the floor 
of the window with dark green crepe paper. In the 
center of the window, well towards the front, lay a 
flowered paper napkin. Stand a large cutglass dish 
on the center of this napkin. Then empty two cans of 
crushed corn into the dish. 

“Then get half a dozen pint jars; open half a dozen 
cans of crushed corn, and empty the corn into the jars. 
Get jars with flat tops if possible. After filling wipe 
them off carefully and make sure that the caps are 
screwed on tight enough to prevent any of the liquor 
from escaping. 

“Stand three of these jars in a row about ten inches 
in back of the cutglass dish. Then get a small piece 
of board about 3x9 inches and lay it across the top 
of the three jars. Then take another jar of corn and 
after proving it air-tight turn it upside down and 
stand it on the center of the board. Lay the remain- 
ing two jars on the floor, one on each end of the three 
jars, with the caps facing outwards. Then in the rear 
of the window make a single large semi-circle pile of 
canned corn. Complete your display with this sign: 

Turn them up 
Turn them down 
Turn them over 
Our cans are always full 
Brand Corn 
15c. Can—$1.65 Dozen 

“This sign may be stood at either end of the jars, 
or it can be swung about six inches above the top jar. 

“This display was left in the window one week, was 
changed to tomatoes, displayed in the same manner,

FOOD VALUE OF RAISINS—WHY FRUIT IS NOT FULLY 
APPRECIATED BY CONSUMERS. 

Incidental to the campaign in favor of the great 
California “Raisin Day” of April 30, Professor M. E. 
Jafta, of the University of California, has prepared a 
pamphlet on the food value of raisins in which he says: 

“Raisins are considered by the majority of persons 
as an accessory or supplementary food, eaten for their 
agreeable flavor, rather than as a staple article of diet. 
In order to show that this is an erroneous idea let us 
compare the chemical composition of raisins with that 
of two of the most staple articles of food—bread and 
meat: 

‘““Raisins—Water, 25 ; nitrogenous compounds, 4; fat, 
1; carbohydrates, 67; mineral matter, 3. 

“Meat—Water, 606; nitrogenous compounds, 20; fat, 
13; carbohydrates, —; mineral matter, 1. 

“White Bread—Water, 32; nitrogenous compounds, 
8; fat, 2; carbohydrates, 57; mineral matter, I. 

“A glance at the figures shows that raisins belong in 
the class of carbonaceous foods, because the nitrogen 
content is small. At the same time we see that ordinary 
white bread (the staff of life) contains only twice as 
much nitrogen as the raisin and less carbohydrates. 
The meat furnishes, however, five times as much 
nitrogen, but contains no carbohydrate. The fat would 
offset about one-half that element found in the raisin. 

“The main nutritive ingredient in the raisin is sugar, 
while that of bread is starch. Although it is not always 
understood by the laity, it is a fact that sugar is a very 
valuable nutrient in the animal economy. Its offices 
in the system, like that of starch, its sister, carbohy- 
drate, is to furnish heat and energy, or it may be 
stored in the body as fatty tissue. But unlike its sister 
it is assimilated with little strain on the digestive 
apparatus, for starch must first be changed into sugar 
before it can be utilized. 

“Tt is a well known fact that mountain climbers in- 
variably consume more sugar than they do when at 
home. This is easily explained when we consider that 


there is no other food so quickly converted into energy. 

“The craving for sweets exhibited in most children 
and many adults, is a natural demand on the part of the 
system for a needed food. This truth is brought home 
to us more clearly when we remember that nature’s 
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food for the infant, mother’s milk, contains of ; 

solids, 50 per cent sugar. Nature continues ‘to - 
vide sugar for the older children in the form of nae 
fruits. But it must be borne in mind that after i 
have outgrown the milk, all the necessary ingredient, 
in the proper proportion are not found in any poe 
food as they are in milk. It is therefore left jo the 
instinct, judgment and wisdom of man to provide hits 
self with the different foods and to combine them rs 
himself into a perfect whole. If he ignores one Class 
and overeats of another, he is usually punished for hig 
mistake. ; 

“Whether it was instinct or knowledge that led man 
to combine nuts and raisins, it matters not, the result 
is a happy one. The nuts furnish what the raising do 
not, viz., nitrogen and fat. If these two foods were 
used with bread or crackers, which would supply 
starch and bulk, we have a perfect meal. ‘ 

“In using raisins we obtain not only the nutritive 
value of the sugar, but whatever other hygienic or 
medicinal value they have by virtue of the salts and 
organic acids found in fruits and vegetables. 

F. E. Twining, a chemist, has made an analysis of 
seeded raisins and has also made a table of their com- 
parative food value with other foods. The table 
follows:

He believed that he had been able to turn a theory 
into commercial value. Canning expense is hencefore less- 
ened, the result increased in value, and Oregon, through Pro- 
fessor Pernot, gets the credit. 

“‘The germs that cause fermentation and decomposition 
had been killed—that was all. The same process applied to 
other fruits and vegetables had a like result. 

‘Oregon is to see the day when fruits are not to go to 
waste because they cannot be used,’ declared the scientist. 
‘Every year we now produce much more fruit than can be 
ysed. This is particularly true of strawberries, which some- 
times fail to find a market. The process of killing the germs 
will make it possible to put the berries up in great quantities 
and send them to any part of the world in a perfectly fresh 
condition. 

‘¢éT believe I have discovered the way in which the 
Egyptians embalmed corpses,’’ continued the professor, 
warming to his subject. ‘My experiments have been on mice. 
Iused nothing more mysterious than mercuric chloride mixed 
with something mice would eat. The stuff found by the mice 
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Qn a shelf in my pi 
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in convenient places killed them, of course. They died just 
where they happened to be when the terrible pain from 
eating the poisonous stuff overcame them. But the drug 
embalmed the bodies. There was never any decomposition 
or odor. The bodies simply dried up. Coupled with the 
Egyptian scheme for keeping bodies away from the air and 
the embalming would have been just as effective as that 
of the savants in Rameses’ day.

In process of 
time tetanus or lock-jaw ensues, and the gentleman of color 
has barely time to bewail the fact that his appetite led him 
into evil ways, before he is gathered to his fathers. 

‘**On the other hand the tetanus bacillus is one of the 
most valuable elements in the composition of garden soil.
